FIRST-CLASS DAIRY 
STOCK. 
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From OUR SPECLAL REPRESTN IATIVB. 
CORK, 

The annual show of registered dairy stock 
arranged by the Irish Dairy Shorthorn 
Breeders Society was held here to-day. Not 
only was the quality of the cattle excellent, 
but the entries were more than double those 
of last year, and last year’s figure was con- 
siderably higher than the figure for the year 
before 

The animals sent in are exhibits from the 
various cow-testing associations in Munster, 
and comprise principally the winning animals 
at local provincial shows. On that account 
the fixture might be regarded as something 
in the nature of a championship show. 

The judge this year was Mr; L. Shirley, 
of Bletchley, England. He is the Chairman 
of the Dairy Shorthorn Association of 
England, and he has frequently acted as 
judge at the Royal Show. The Committee 
were anxious to find out whether the types 
of dairy shorthorns that have been winning 
at the local shows in Munster correspond to 
the types that have been winning across the 
Channel. They invited Mr. Shirley, who had 
not been in Ireland before, and they have 
found that his opinion and those of their local 
judges correspond exactly, Mr. Shirley's 
view was that the winning animals at this 
show would be placed, or would win prizes, 
a y dairy show in England. 

The animals are all graded up from the 
ordinary dairy cattle of the country, of the 
shorthorn type, and are recognised as the 
dual purpose animals. The collection made 
a fine exhibition of first-class dairy stock. 

The weather conditions favoured a good 
attendance. Lord Kenmare was present, and 
many well-known breeders of dairy shorthorns 
were seen in the show grounds. 

An auction of stock took place after the 
judging. There was a fair number of buyers, 
and bidding was brisk, Good prices were 
s |e for really good stock, especially for pure- 
red dairy shorthorns, and satidlactory sums 
were realised for heifers and cows. Some 
animals fetched 57 guineas and others 42, 36 
and 355 guineas.

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__NEW_REINFORCED CONCRETE DOME ON FOUR COURTS.

One of the most remarkable works in the 
modern method of reinforced concrete con- 
struction is the new dome at the Four Courts. 
The height of the dome above the pavement 
of the old hall is 118 feet, and the diameter 
64 feet. The dome itself is only 6 inches 
thick, formed of concrete and _ reinforced 
for two-thirds of its area with upper and 


lower layers of fabric. 
the curve of the dome horizontally, and the 
other Is laid transversely. 

The total weight of the dome and the steel 
supporting ring is 160 tons.

At a meeting of Tralee Urban Council Mr. 
Tough, Town Surveyor, submitted a compre- 
hensive scheme of main intercepting sewerage 
lor the town which would cost ‘£29,582 10s.

CEMENT - IMPORTS INTO FREE 
STATE. 


During a discussion at Wexford Corpora- 
tion on the possibilities of restarting the 
Drinagh Cement Works, the Mayor, Alder- 
man Corish, T.D., said he had looked up 
trade returns and found that from January 
to March of the present year, 24.354 tons of 
cement had been imported into the Free 
State at a cost of £74,058. For the corres- 
ponding period in 1924, 16,416 tons were im- 
ported, There had heen 8,000 tons more im- 

rted this year than last. From January to 

farch of 1924, the quantity of cement im- 
ported from Northern Ireland was 1,891 tons, 
while 4,893 tons were imported during the 
corresponding period of 1925. Last year 
there were 9,086 tons imported from aoe 
and this year the number of tons was 15,434, 
an increase of 6,000 tons. ‘‘ It was a terrible 
thing,” commented the Mayor, “to find us 
importing all this cement and Drinagh 
Cement Works idle, '' 


CAST-IRON HOUSES AT £435. 


. 


The British Ministry of Health have given 
approval to houses the outer walls of which 
are constructed of standard cast-iron plates, 
erected on a system devised by a Sheffield 
firm. These Thorneliffe-type cast-iron houses 
are eligible for the subsidy under the 
Housing Acts of 1925 and 1924. 

The outer walls are rough cast with a 
heavy layer of concrete. A patented method 
of jointing is employed between the flanges. 
The division walls and chimney breasts are 
built of brickwork bonded into the cast-iron 
shell. The internal walls to the ground-floor 
rooms and bedrooms are formed of wood 
stoothing covered with asbestos cement 
sheets. The roof is covered with tiles. The 
windows are wood casements securely bolted 
to the cast-iron plates, while with the ex- 
ception of the scullery and larder the floors 
are made of wood. 

Unlike some of the new systems, definite

Mr. Commissioner Murphy, in a report on 
tenders ior repaving Dawson street and St. 
Stephen's Green, North, said that tenders

£5,000,000 HYDRO-ELECTRIC 
POWER SCHEMF

Work is being rapidly pushed forward on 
the State-assisted West Highland hydro- 
electric power scheme of the British 
Aluminium Co., Limited. 

Extensive factories are to be erected at 
Fort William, Inverness-shire, and the source 
of power will be lochs many miles distant. 
The cost of the undertaking is estimated at 
£5,000,000, of which about half will be re- 
quired for the first stage now under construc- 
tion. To convey the water from Lech Treig 
to the power house near Fort William a tun- 
nel, 156 miles long and ia "á! 15ft, Gins:

world, is being driven through solid rock.

Facts and Fancies. 


When courtiers ‘and populace had 
hypnotised themselves into the belief that 
the Emperor was attired in gorgeous 
raiment a little girl shattered the illusion. 
She declared bluntly that the Emperor 
was naked. Hans Andersen’s story has 
a tragic application to our own country, 
and, if we could find that little girl in the 
Saorstat, she would. be the greatest of 
public benefactors. To-day, as it seems, 
many Irishmen, including some Ministers 
of the State, are living in a world of 
visions, They are busy with all sorts of 
schemes of national aggrandisement— 
schemes which are to create industries, to 
harness rivers, to revive a moribund 
language—and, all the time our one real 
industry, the mainstay of the country’s 
very existence, is hastening to decay. Yes- 
terday we published the Free State’s trade 
statistics for the first six months of the 
present year. They reveal not only a large 
decline in the value of imports, but an even 
larger decline in the value of our exports 
to Great Britain: these have fallen by 
more than three million pounds as com- 
pared with the corresponding six months 
of 1924. The decline of exports in the 
live-stock trade is represented by the great 
sum of £2,787,761. In June of this year 
the exports of cattle were fifty per cent. 
fewer than in June, 1924, and smaller 
in value by £625,000 ; and, as we announce 
to-day, the exports for July and August 
maintained the steep rate of decline. The 
moral of these figures remains alarming 
even when we remember that, following the 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in 
Great Britain, the Free State’s exports of 
cattle in 1924 were unusually large. The 
statistics tell an équally depressing story 
During 
the six months the value of the exports of 
these’ commodities fell by more than three 
hundred thousand pounds. 

Since the Free State was established the 
people have been. obfuscated with talk 
about ‘‘ national dignity ’’ and about their 
duty to assert the national genius in dis- 


in the case of bacon and butter. 


tinctive ways. The idea of many politicians 
seems to be that the Free State, having 
become: constitutionally independent of 
Great Britain, must keep that country at 
arms’ Jength for the rest of time. Senti- 
mentally, this idea is childish; economic- 
ally,. it is sheer madness. 
bombtnans in vacuo, cannot coruscate away 
the facts. of. history and-geography. The 
Free State is an agricultural country and 
Great Britain is her best market. If 
Great Britain were overwhelmed to-morrow 
by ‘some great cataclysm of nature, ninety- 
five per cent. of the Free State’s population 
would be forced to emigrate or to starve. 
The Saorstat’s exports to Great Britain, 
though they are declining, reached in the 
first six months of this year a value of 
nearly fifteen million pounds. The value of 
her exports to Northern Ireland in the same 
period was nearly three million pounds, To 
all other countries. she exported goods to 
the value of less than half a million, 
though, with Celtic generosity, she accepted 
from them imports to the valne of more 
than five millions. ‘The joint efforts of 
her Ministry of External Affairs and of 
her apparatus of Consulates in both

addition: to the value of her exports to 
foreign countries during the last twelve 
months. In the meanwhile the Free State 
is losing her grip upon the market at her

The Moroccan Campaign. 


After a long delay the Spanish forces 
at Alhucemas have made a forward move.

By this enterprise the Spaniards have 
straightened their line and gained more 
elbow-room, but it still leaves them a long 
way from Ajdir. “ven the capture of the 
town would not enable the Franco-Spanish 
pincers to close finally upon Abde] Krim 
and his levies. Unless some new and 
wholly unexpected development takes 
place in Morocco inside the next few 
days, the Allies can hope only to 
get a grip on the aut and must defer 
the cracking of it til] the spring. The 
rains and mud of a North African winter 
make impossible large-scale operations by 
European armies, which depend upon 
mechanical transport through the road- 
less land of the Riffs. These obstacles, 
however, do not handicap severely 
Berbers, who travel light and are 
accustomed to -conditions that Euro- 
pean troops would find intolerable. It 
may be taken for granted that Abdel 
Krim’s sniping and raiding parties will 
redouble’ their. exertions during the next 
few months in the hope that constant 
pressure, if it does not enable them to 
smash through, may break the fighting 
spirit of their foes. They have played 
this game not once, but many times, and 
hitherto it always has succeeded. This 
winter, however, they are matched in 
Marshal Pétain against an opponent with 
whom it is anything but safe to take 
liberties. It is a very high tribute to 
Abde] Krim’s generalship that Pétain, in 
framing his plan of campaign, has been 
careful to leave as little as possible to 
chance. Resisting all temptation to in- 
dulge in hussar strokes, the French Com- 
mander is proceeding to encircle the Riffs 
with the same cautious strategy as if the 
tribesmen were a German army group.

Vaccination. : 


The County Wexford Board of Health’ 
decision to defy the Local Government 
Ministry's instructions in regard to the 
enforcement of vaccination creates a 
sericus situation not only for the Govern- 
ment, but for the people of Wexford and 
the whole country. The Legislature must 
insist that its laws shall be carried into 
effect, if it is not to lose respect and 
prestige ; and for the citizens there is the 
ever-present danger of a smallpox epidemic. 
It is unnecessary to reiterate the case for 
vaccination. The medical profession and 
the vast majority of the peoples of civilised 
countries are agreed upon the point—with 
the exception, of course, of the County 
Wexfoid Board of Health. In peace and 
war, and particularly -in war, where 
soldiers are compelled to live and do their 
work under conditions that are favourable 
to the spread of the disease, vaccination 
has proved .» be an insurmountable barrier 
against infection. “There had been no 
vaccination in Wexford for ten or twelve 
years, and the health of the children was 
never better,’’ was the remark of one Wex- 
ford county councillor. If there had been 
a serious outbreak of smallpox in the 
district, another story would have been 
told. The duty of the County Boards of 
Health, as laid down in the different. 
statutes, is to administer, in accordance 
with the instructions of. the central 
authority, enactments relating to the 
health of the peopl>. We feel sure that 
the Wexford Board's decision to be a law 
unto itself will not meet with the approval 
of the other Boards of Health in the 
country. Hf the Vaccination Acts have 


not been applied generally during the past 


lew. years, owing to the abnormal condi- 
tions in the country, it does not follow 
that they have lapsed or that any local

LONDON, Wednesday. 

It is fairly safe to predict that a long time 
will elapse before the St. James’ Theatre sees 
the last of the beautiful widcw and crook, 
known as Mrs. Cheyney, who is the heroine 
of Mr. Frederick Lonsdale’s latest play. Mrs. 
Cheyney is our old familiar friend, the 
“ crook,’’ with the heart of gold and impec- 
cable morals, who visits a country house to 
steal some priceless pearls. In the first act 
we learn that she is not the wealthy Avwstra- 
lian widow that society believes, but a clever 
criminal, and her butler and footmen are con- 
federates. She is ardently desired by two 
Lords, one worthless and charming, and the 
other highly respectable and pompous. The 
lady would like to be ‘‘ on the level,” and is 
sorely tempted to accept one of her suitors, 
but cannot do so on account of her ‘‘ profes- 
sion,” 

At the country house where the scapegrace 
Lord suspects all is not as it appears, he sets 
a trap for the fair thief by changing rooms 
with his hostess. When he catches her in 
the act of robbery he offers an alternative, 
which no really nice ‘‘ crook’’ could possibly 
accept, so she rings the bell, and tells the 
assembled household the truth about herself. 
Whereupon the pompous Lord is much per- 
turbed. 

If Mrs. Cheyney is sent to prison some of 
his letters may be read, which would make 
him look ridiculous, so he confesses to the 
house party that he has written letters in 
which their moral characters had been freely 
and disparagingly discussed. They decide 
that such letters must not run the risk of 
being published, and proceed to buy them 
back from Mrs. Cheyney. 

Mrs. Cheyney then reveals her past, which 
has not been particularly lurid. She was a 
shop girl, who had taken to crime because 
she wanted social position and beautiful 
things. The sympathetic scapegrace Lord 
thoroughly understands, and as he had 
already secured a special licence and has 
£50,000 a year, Mrs. Cheyney’s future looked 
rosy. 

In spite of the well-kpown Lonsdale wit 
and, the admirably contrived situations, this 
is really a poor play, which only the brilliant 
acting of a brillant cast redeemed from the 
commonplace. The third act has an original 


twist, and the dialogue throughout is smart | 
a e i Haynes, R. F. Jones.

and freguently epigramatic, but the clever 
camouflage does not succeed in concealing the 
essential banality of the story.

APPEAL FOR DISTRESSED 


IRISH LOYALISTS. 


The Vice-Chancellor of Oxford University 
presided at a meeting in Oxford: yesterday, 
when Lady Wilson, widow of the late Sir 
Henry Wilson, and Lord Langford appealed 
for help for destitute Irish loyalists. 

“In my holidays, said Lady Wilson, “I 
saw a great many people who, my friends 
said, were modern young men, but they were 
so disguised with long hair and Oxford 
“bags ' that I could not recognise them. I 
ask you, Mr. Vice-Chancellor, to collect all 
the Oxford ‘ bags,’ which make the young 
men look silly and un-English, and to send 
them to me; they would solve the problem 
of providing Irish children with clothes for 
the whole of the winter.”

MARRIAGE AN» DIVORCE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TIMES. 

Srrei—It would be a considerable com- 
pensation for our recent troubles in Ireland 11 
the attainment of self-government stimulates 
us to greater intellectual activity. and to a 
keener love of truth and fact. In the hope 
of promoting this consummation, devoutly to 
be wished, [ venture to address you again 
on the subject of marriage and divorce. 

The Most Rev. the Archbishop of Cashel 
stated in a letter to the Press the other day 
that neither the Church nor the State ca! 
grant a divorce from a fully constituted 
marriage. This is true in the sense that, as 
the parties to a marriage marry each other, 
they alone can dissolve the marriage. but 
make the fi lowing deliberate assertion—that 
both the Church and the Sate do, as a matter 
of fact, recognise the dissolution of a proper 
marriage, the only difierence being that the 
State calls the dissolution divorce, while the 
Church calls it a declaration of nullity. The 
difference is not on a matter of fact, but of 
terminology. 

The best proof of what I mean will be to 
give a concrete example. There are many t 
choose from. I shall at present confine myself 
to one mentioned by that great statesman and 
Christian, the late Mr. Gladstone. 
He wrotes as follows in the Preface to his 
well-known tracts on ‘* Vaticanism”’ 

“ More than thirty years ago, X, a male 
tritish subject, was married to Y, in a 
foreign country, but under the provisions of 
an Act of Parliament, by the chaplain of the 
British Legation, in the house and im the 
presence of the British Minister. Both pro- 
fessed the religion of the English Church. 
They lived together for more than a quarter

of a century; and a family. the issue of the | 


marrage, grew up to maturity, 

‘‘Im the later years of this union. the 
husband formed an adulterous connection with 
a foreign woman. After a period of muc! 
patience on the part of the wile, a .eparation 
took lace. In a time he j ned the 
Church of Rome: and, about four years aco, 
under the authority of certain Feman 
ecclesiasti¢s, and in an  Enelish : 
Catholic chapel, he went through the 
marriage with his partner in guilt. He was 
subsequently informed by a higher fune- 
tionary that he must obtain a judgment from 
Rome. He made application accordingly; and 
the judgment given was that the original 
marriage was null, and that the second so 
called marriage, so far as appeared, was 
valid.” 

Mr. Gladstone wrote the above in 1875. 1 
appeal to the reason and conscience of all 
honest Irishmen and Irishwomen to say if 
this original marriage referred to was not a 
fully and properly constituted marriage, as 
ordinary people understand what is meant by 
marriage.

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TAXATION AND TILLAGE. 


In the course of a letter Dr. James Ashe, 
of 19 Merrion square, Dublin, writes :— 

''In the vear 1913-14-Irish taxpayers did 
not pay anything towards the interest on the 
National Debt or contribute one farthing to 
imperial expenditure, and, moreover, the Irish 
revenue was not sufficient to meet al! the cost 
of government, and there was a de‘icit of 
1,222,500, which the English taxpayers ha 
to make good. The total revenue amounted to 
£11,134,500. The Government of Ireland Act, 
1920, apporticns the area of Southern Ireland 
—now the twenty-six counties forming. the 
Free Etate—in the ratio of fifty-six per cent. 
the ratio for the remaining six counties, now 
Northern Ireland, .being forty-four per rent. 
Divide the above sum accordingly, and it will 
be found that the taxes derived from the 
twenty-six counties were £6.255,320. 

“Im the past year, 1924-25, the sum of 
£27,112,200 was raised by taxation in the 
Free State—£20,876,980 more than in 1913-14, 
not overlooking the fact that, now as then, 
there has not been any contribution made to 
imperial taxation, a sum which, according to 
the Treaty, has still to be determined. In 
these circumstances it seems improbable that 
Free State taxpayers who investigate the 
subjects will be in accord with Mrs. 
©’ Driscoll.’”’ 

In the course of another letter Mrs. Collins- 
O'Driscoll writes :— 

“Mr. McKenna in your issue of to-dav 
charges me with lecturing the Irish farmers 
on how to run their farms. I would be glad 
if he would point to a single statement of mine 
in substantiation of that. It is true that I am 
one of a committee at present engaged in 
drafting a scheme which we hope to be able 
to induce the Government to adopt. That js 
a scheme to subsidise tillage by giving the 
farmer £3 an acre on all extra tillace ove 
and above 124 per cent. of his holding. If 
that is lecturing the farmers.’ it is one that 
five out of every six Irish farmers will gladiv 
welcome. . . . Í am content to let the case for 
tillage stand or fall by the very figures which 
Mr. McKenna gives as to the exports by the 
Danes in 1924. He tells us that thev ox 
ported butter, bacon and eggs last year to the 
value of forty-four million pounds,” as against 
ten million pounds worth exported by the 
Saorstat. How did the people of Denmark do 
that? Was it by having 875 per cent. of their 
land in grass? I yield to no one in my ap- 
preciation of the value of scientific education, 
the research work that may be done in the 
laboratory, better methods of marketing our 
produce, mass production end winter dairv- 
ing; but I do not, however, ferget the homely 
adage which says: ‘Get your hare before vou 
cook it.’ Denmark has all these things. hut 
she has them because of the large proportion 
of ber Jond under cultivation. 

“I will not wate your space in replying to 
Mr. MeKenna’s ficures as to taxation. The 
strange position he has taken up in this 
matter is inexcusable in a public man who has 
at his disposal the official papers dealing with 
taxation in the Saorstat in 1994-1925 and in 
the whole of Ireland in 1919-1920. In the 
latter veor the taxation of this country was 
£50,615,000. Mr. McKenra persists still in 
saying it was £29,000 (00. The cost of 
government in the Sacrstat last year was 
£26,000,000. Mr. McKenna insists it was 
£36,000,000. “He was saving that on the Oth 
January last. To him it is a mere trifle that, 
when the entire outgoings for 1994-1925 were 
ascertained, they came to £26,000,000 odd.

EMIGRANTS A _ LOSS 
TO THE COUNTRY.

R. JOHN MacNEILL, Irish Free 
State Minister of Education, at a 
Cumann na nGaedheal mesting at Ennis, 
yesterday defended his policy, especially 
in regard to the teaching of Irish in the 
schools. 

Replying to those who charged him with 
wasting money in teaching the Irish 
language, he said that it was that language 
which had brought them out of the land of 
Egypt and out of the house of bondage. 
He did not intend to go back to the flesh- 
pots of Egypt, and if they wanted a repre- 
sentative who would do so, he was quite 
prepared to make way for another man. 

Denying that the object of education 


was to qualify people for a good post here 
and there, or for good posts abroad, he 
asked what benefit the country had re- 
ceived from the education of thousands 
of young men and women who had left 
the country altogether. Young people 
should get an education that would centre 
their minds in their own place and in the 
work of their locality. The people who 
were going to stay in Ireland should get 
first attention and first place. 

Mr. MacNeill was very cortislly received. 
He said that he had been made responsible 
for the national policy in regard to education, 
and for shaping out the system that would be 
best for the country. He, and the officials of 
his department,’ had endeavoured to carry out 
that task. In doing so they had to face a 
storm of criticism from various quarters— 
a curious combination; but he did not regard 
the opposition to the educational policy with 
which he was associated as very formidable. 
He had not the slightest doubt that if his 
policy were made a simple and clear issue, 
and were put to the people to-morrow, he 
would be able to claim an overwhelming 
majority in its favour. 

For 35 years he had been associated with 
an endeavour to rebuild Irish nationality—not 
a newfangled brand of nationality, but the 
nationality handed down by their forefathers, 
and he believed that it was for that reason 
alone that he had been selected for his present 
position. At any rate, he could tell them 
that if there was any other policy in view, 
he would not be where he was. If that policy 
were to be abandoned, he would go back to 
where he was 35 years ago, and commence 
the old fight over again as. a private citizen, 
and. if necessary, as a member of a minority. 

They were all national—even the people 
whose criticism he had to encounter claimed 
to be national; but he wondered what tt ey 
meant by nationality. To his mind nation- 
ality was the kind of civilisation which a 
people built up and developed for itself, and 
distinctive of itself. It was a worthless thing 
if it had any other meaning. Jrish 1iticn 
ality to him meant the kind of © ivilisation 
they were going to build up on their own 
lines here in Ireland. 

He was told that he was wasting time and 
public money on the teaching of Irish. It 
was the Irish language, feeble as it was—and 
he deSed contradiction on the voint—that had 
brought them out of the land of Egypt and 
out of the house of bondage. And now, he 
continued, because perhaps we have to 
wander for a few years in the desert, we 
have certain people here and there—some who 
used formerly to be called Nationalists and 
some who used to be called Unionists—who 
want us to turn our backs on ovr principles, 
and on our ideals, and to go back to the 
fleshpots of Egvpt. Well, I am not going to 
do it, and if you want a representative to 
represent you in that way I will make way 
willingly for another man. 


TEACHING OF IRISH, 


Mr. MacNeill went on to refer to his 
recent visits to centres in which Irish courses 
for teachers had been held. He said that 
everywhere he had seen solid earnestness and 
great enthusiasm among the teachers for the 
ianguage. That morning he had read in a 
newspaper a letter from a colleague in the 
Dail—Mr: Patrick McKenna—who talked 
about the sort of education that should be 
administered, and referred to a waste of 
money on a pretence of teaching Irish. Who 
is pretending to teach Irish’ asked Mr, Mac- 
Neill. Is it a pretence on my part? Is ita 
pretence on the part of my officials? Is it a 


pretence on the part of the teachers’? There 
Is no prétence about it. We are in earnest 
Mr. McKenna, he said, held up Denmark 
as an example for them, and he was content 
to accept the comparison. In Denmark the 
people began with: the sort of education that 
the wiseacres were denouncing in Ireland 
The Danish language, history, folklore, and

The statistics published by the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce show 
that the export of cattle from the Irish 
Free State was 70,037 in June, 1924, and 
34,529 in June of thé present year. The 
difference in value was £625,232, ‘a falling 
off in money received of considerably more 
than one-half. 

The decrease in cattle exports was not 
confined to the one month ; for the returns 
show that from January to June, 1924, 
the total number was 405,311, and for the 
corresponding period this yéar 290,797. 
The receipts were more than £2,099 900 
down. 

NO SIGi: OF RECOVE 7. 

Such a falling off in the main export of 
the country is decidedly alarming, even 
making allowance for the fact that the 
returns ceal with only the first half of 
the year, and that the worse half for the 
trade. Unfortunately, the figures for July 
and August do not foreshadow a recovery 
for the remainder of 1925. Those figures 
in round numbers are :—

From January 5 to September 6 of this 
year the exports of cattle from all Ireland 
were 460,000, a: against 670,000 for the 
corresponding period of 1924. 

In dealing with the figures of the export 
of cattle from this country it must be 
borne in mind that 1924 was a quite ex- 
ceptional year, due to the great demand 
for Irish stores to replace the cattle lost 
because of the foot-and-mouth outbreak in 
England. The exports from all Ireland in 
that year were the largest since 1913— 
larger even than in 1920—when anything 
in the shape of a beast fetched un- 
precedented prices. The numbers exported 
from all Ireland in tho years 1913-24, in- 
clusive, are :— | 


In 1924 the exports of cattle from Free

There is to be an informal dinner at the 
White House—the only official entertain- 
ment thus far arranged—and Friday will 
see the issue definitely joined. 

Innumerable columns of prediction and 
calculation have been, and are being, 
written; but these are of interest only as 
they show the direction in which the repre- 
sentatives of the Administration are seek- 
ing to guide the Press. 

The position apparently is that the 
American Commission expects to reach a 
settlement; it is aware that concessions 
will be necessary to that end; and it is 
anxious that the Press as a whole should 
take the American, rather than the French, 
view of the nature and degree of these con- 
cessions. 

They might, and probably will, involve 
the calculation of accrued interest upon 
the principal of the French debt at a'rate 
lower than the 41 per cent. charged to 
jreat Britain; they are certain to allow 
for a ten-year period, in which the burden 
of annual payments will be made as light 
as possible, but when this is done Ameri- 
cans will undoubtedly desire to return to 
the British settlement as the model.

Rotunda, to return to the 
Home with the infant. The girl was later 
on sent to a situation, and the child was 
handed over to the Boarding-out Committee, 
who place it with a. “nurse” carefully 
selected, and who visit tHe foster-homes at 
least once a month. The girls pay towards 
the maintenance of their children in fir por- 
tion to their wages and the Committee sup- 
plement. She suggested that & maternity or 
nursing home should. be established in each 
county under religious managemynt, with a 
Boarding-out Committee attached of local 
ladies where possible. i 

Women on outdoor. relief should Le pro- 
hibited from taking a nurse-child. The aite. 
tion of a child for a '' lump sum ” should be 
made illegal—in fact, all adoption with pay- 
ment. 

Miss Price, Secretary, Irish Nurses’ Union, 
gave evidence on various matters of interest 
to nurses, and among her suggestions re- 
ferred to the dispensary midwives’ system, 
and said that an inquiry should be held into 
its working, and also that maternity homes 
or cottage hospitals should be set up and 
staffed. There was a necessity also for home 
help, as it was often found hard to get poor 
women to go Into maternity homes and leave 
their families.

MENACE TO CROPS. 


“The amount o; oats which America could 
have supplied to the Allies in the Great War 
would have been double what it was- were 
it not for the destruction wrought in the 
erop by fungi,’’ said Mr. J. Ramsbottom, 
M.A., Curator of the- Natural Histery Section 
of the British Museum, at the meeting of 
the Rotary Club yesterday in Olery’s 
Restaurant, Dublin. : 

Mr. J..Walter Beckett presided, and the 
title of the address was “Mycology and 
Human Affairs.” fu 

Mr. Ramsbottom is one of the members of 
the Autumn Fungus Foray, who are this 
week holding their annual general meeting 
in Dublin, and will make excursions ‘into 
different parts of the country within easy 
reach -of. the. capital. ; 

The lettuter described the formation of the 
British Mycological Society in 1923. its aims 
and objects being the study of fungi of 
various kinds as they were-found: in plants; 
animals and man. S 

The chief food fungi, he said, were 
mushrooms and toadstools, some: of which 
were edible and some—although very few— 
poisonous. Fungi fed on crops. ‘There were 
millions of microscopic fungi damaging and 
causing tremendous loss on corn in the United 
States, in Canada and in India. 

Mr. Ramsbottom suggested that money 
spent on the investigation of diseases caused 
by fungi would be a good investment. 
They all looked to the Free State for a con- 
tinuance of the research work which had 
already done so much for sciencé in the in- 
vestigation of these matters. 

The human body was the feeding ground 
of fungi, which caused painful’ disease and 


death, There were intestinal fungi of which’ 


ttle. or nothing was known, but he noticed 
that there were signs that the medical pro- 
fession was regarding fungi in ‘the tight way, 
Mr,- Purdy proposed, and Mr, “Bruty 
siconded, a vote of thanks to Mr. Rams- 
bottom, which was passed.

It had been 'a 
by Arthur Griffith, Michael Collins, and his 
own predecessor, Michael Hayes, and he was 
not going to turn his on it. If they 
ned their. own language they were 
abandoning their own nation. Even from the 
utilitarian poiht of view the argument was 
in favour of the teaching of Irish. 

So long as anyone thought that the object 
of education was to provide a job for Tom, 
Dick or Harry, affairs would be hopeless. 
The test of education was the progress of a 
country itself, and not the success of pupils 
in some distant part of the earth. Someone 
had said recently that they had too much 
education, Irish could be learned during the 
first three or four years’ of a child’s school 
life, except, of course, such little work as 
might be necessary later in the matter of 
grammar, texts, or references to dictionaries, 
and it was nonsense to talk of waste of time 
in learning it. People who raised that cry 
did not want Irish, and wanted everybody 
else to be without it too. 

As. to the element of compelling, he had 
not heard of any complaint about children 
being compelled to learn arithmetic. Why? 
Because they thought arithmetic could not 
be done without. Bat, in their view, Irish 
could be done without. 

The Minister concluded with a reference to 
local questions, and urged on the farmers the 
advisability of reconsidering their attitude 
towards the establishment of credit societies, 
which have not met with general approval in 
the county.

POSITION OF THE RAILWAYS. 


Mr, R. F. Bowen, County Surveyor, sub- 
mitted a report to the Kilkenny County 
Council, dealing with the growth of heavy 
traffic and its consequ ‘nt effects on the roads, 

It was known, he declared, that, apart 
from other considerations, the ‘enormous 
destruction of railway property and the dis- 
location which took place during the recent 
war gave to their competitors an advantage 
which the railways had never been able to 
reduce. The railway companies were un- 
doubtedly the largest ratepayers in the 
country. Apart from having to pay for the 
construction and maintenance of their own 
tracks, they were compelled to pay a heavy 
tax to repair the damage done to the roads 
by thir competitors. 

Large areas of the country were only badly 
ser with railways, and the dislocation of 
th» railways from 1921 to 1923 gave the lorry 
an unp ented opportunity. They were 
now confronted with the broad fact that the 
lorry had come to stay. 

Dealing with the question of taxation, the 
County Surveyor said that the present day 
motor owner was well organised, and lost 
no opportunity of complaining bitterly of the 
road taxes which he was compelled to pay. 
In County Kilkenny during last year the 
amount collected in motor taxes amounted to 
about 11 per cent. of the total road ex- 
penditure for the year. The plea that the 
railways should be relieved of either all or 
part of the road rate was one that had much 
to recommend it, 

Legislation for the use of motor vehicles 
on the roads was in urgert need of amend- 
ment, and required to be brought up-to-date 
generally. The abuces of law relating to 
the speed and weight of heavy motor vehicles 
was simply scandalous. The effect of this 
abuse on the roads of the county cost the 
tatepayers thousands of pounds per annum. 
He sugested that any and every step should 
be taken at once to enforce the law.

FPARMERS ADVISED TO SOW 
CATCH CROPS. 


Reports received by, the Department of 
Agriculture, especially from the Midlands 
and the South, indicate that the yield of the 
root crop this ‘season will be considerably 
below the average, The turnip crop brairded 
badly, and, although recent conditions were 
favourable, the retiirns will be below the 
average in some areas. Mangels were 
seriously handicapped through late sowing, 
and subsequent fly attacks. Except in a few 
districts, the yield is not likely to equal the 
average Of previous years. 

As there is, consequently, a danger of a 
shortage in the home supply of food for live 
stock in thé early spring months, farmers 
should take the precaution of sowing catch 
crops where rape or other catch crops have 
not alveady been sown: ‘The following wohld 
ve suitable if sown . without delay :—Rye, 
rye and vetches, wheat and vetches.

NATIVE BISHOP’S LECTURE. 
A cordial welcome was extended last night 
to the native Bishop of Tuticorin, Southern 
India, the Most Rev. T. Roche, 8.J., at the 
Pioneer Hall, Sherrard street, Dublin, on the 
occasion of his lecture on Catholicism in 
India. Dr. Roche's diocese was founded only 
two years ago.’ His Lordship was now.on a 
visit to Europe in order to take part in the 
Jubilee Year celebration. 
He was introduced last night by the Very 
Rev. J. Fahy, 8.J., Provincial. 
Dr. Roche, who mentioned that his native 
tohgue was Tamil, spoke of the missionary 
movement in India. 
Sometimes it was asked, he said, why 
John Bull still continued to exercise © his 
power in India, The reason, Dr. Roche said, 
was not far to seek, Had they one people 
like the Irish race, for instance, John Bull 
would have gone long ago. But they had 
no unity, and England knew that only too 
well. If there was one language, one religion, 
and one race matters would be very different. 
In India at present there were nearly 400 
castes and at least 250 different languages.

The enterprise of the Limerick Junction 
executive in including a four hundred pounds 
fiat handicap in the first day 's . programme 
of the September meeting well repaid them, 
for the big race attracted a fine attendance.

As may be gleaned from the wagering over 
the race, it was regarded as a very open 
affair, and eight of the eleven runners were 
supported at odds ranging from fours to 
eights. Borora, who wound up favourite, 
was one of the disappointments of the race, 
and was apparently affected by the changed 
state of the going. In the early stages of the 
race Mr. A. McCann's horse and Marchesi 
were the pacemakersy but before a mile had 
covered Borora dropped out of the 
argument, and in the straight  Lislea, 
Bolshevist, and -Bridgemore joined issue with 
Marchesi. Lislea quickly took a commanding 
lead and Jooked to have the race at her 
mercy, but in. the last half furlong she 
cracked up, and Bridgemore, running on 
gamely, drew past her to win in comfortable 
stvle by two ‘and a‘ half lengths, ‘while 
Bolshevist, who met with some interference 
earlier in the race, finished third, only three- 
parts of a length away.

GILT-EDGED LOWER. 


An irregular. tendency again prevailed in 
the London Stock markets yesterday, while 
there was ‘no noticeable expansion of busi- 
ness in the majority of sections. The Rubber 
Share market, however, continued in favour, 
and an active business was transacted, while 
quotations were pushed further forward. 
Only a comparatively slight effect was pro- 
duced by the announcement of the new offer 
for tender of £40,000,000 Conversion 54 per 
cent. Stock at the minimum price of 76 . 
and the market was awaiting to-day’s Bank 
rate decision. In the Gilt-edged market an 
easier tendency was manifest, Conversion 
Loan 3, per cent. being marked lower on 
the new issue. War Loan Fives also finished 
easier, while Funding Loan and Victory 
Bonds also recorded declines. With the 
exception of a weaker tendency in Chinese 
issues, Foreign - Government Stocks were 
generally well maintained. Home Rails con- 
tinued weak in tone, while the volume of 
business put through was on a small scale. 
Great Western dropped back rather sharply, 
while Midlands, Metropolitans and Southerns 
were all quoted at easier rates. Underground 
Ord. also finished the turn lower. North- 
Eastern 5 per cent. Pref. Ord., however, 
were the turn firmer. Among Colonial and 
Foreign Rails, Argentines were firmer. Divi- 
dend announcements created a good effect, 
and Buenos Ayres issues all finished the 
turn higher. ntre Rios issues, however, 
were not appreciably affected by the an- 
nouncement of a dividend of 2 per cent..

Cordoba 
Centrals were another ee spot, and final 
figures were appreciably higher. 


NEW CONVERSION LOAN. 

Encouraged by the plethora of money now 
seeking employment and the prospect of a 
reduction in the Bank of England rate of 
discount, the Government has launched 
another per cent. Conversion Loan (the 
third this year) at a minimum of £76 5s. for 
tenders. The return at this price seems low— 
£4 11s, 1ld.—but the state of the money 
market is such that it is predicted none of 
the Stock tendered for at the minimum will 
be allotted. The market quotation for the 
present 54 per cent. Conversion Stock is 76}. 
As to previous Corversion Loans, the Marc 
offer was £30,000,000 5, per cent. Conversion 
Loan at a minimum price of £76} per cent. 
The applications on that occasion totalled

cent, The cash yield to the Government on 
that operation was £23,054,800, or almost the 
full sum required to pay off the Five-Fifteen- 
Year Treasury Bonds due for. payment on 
1st May, the total of which was £23,428,470. 

The present is the third Conversion Loan 
this year, the first occasion having been on 
lst January, when the offer was unlimited at 
a minimum tender limit of 774 per cent. 
Applications totalled over £68,000,000, and 
as the money was required to pay off 
£53,600,000 53 per cent. Exchequer Bonds due 
on lst February, the Government's purpose 
was more than achieved, since £59,660,000 
was accepted at a minimum of £77 10s.

per cent. The Treasury will, no doubt, again 
effect a further saving. 


ARGENTINE CROPS. 

The Anglo-South American Bank has re- 
ceived the following cable, dated .Buenos 
Aires, 16th September:—‘‘A slight to 
moderate rainfall has again occurred over 
the agricultural areas, and the wheat, linseed 
and oat crops—the sowing of which has now 
been completed—are all in excellent condi- 
tion. A slight increase is observable in the 
movement of wheat to the ports. The shell- 
ing of maize continues, and ploughing for 
the new crop is being actively id on. 
The camps are in good condition. The local 
grain markets continue weak.”
